This nmatter arises under the Job Training Partnership Act,
29 U.S.C. 1501 et seq., and the regulations promul gated
thereunder at 2rC.F. R Part 636.

On February 12, 1993, the Enploynent and Training
Adm nistration, U S. Departnent of Labor ("Respondent"), sent the
Rural Al abama Devel opnent Corporation ("Conplainant"), a notice
of final determnation regarding the findings and reconmendati ons
contained in an Audit Report of the CbnRLainant for the period
July 1, 1989 - Decenber 31, 1991, The tice alleged that the
Conpl ai nant owed the U.S. Departnent of Labor $680,734. The
Compl ainant filed a request for a hearing with this Ofice on
March 8, 1993. On March 22, 1993, this Ofice issued a
Notification of Receipt of Request for Hearing and Prehearing
Order, which required the parties to exchange certain information
among thenselves and with this Ofice on or before June 3, 1993.
On June 2, 1993, Respondent filed its Prehearing Exchange wth
this Office. On July 9, 1993, having not received a response to
t he Prehearing Exchange from Conpl ai nant, Respondent filed with
this OOfice a Mdtion to Conpel the Conplainant to file its
Preheari ng Exchange or show good cause why it had not conplied
with Prehearing Exchange. Further, the Respondent requested that
this OOfice dismss the case if the Conplainant did not file its
Preheari ng Exchange or show good cause why it could not conply.

As of this date, Conplainant has not responded to the
Notification of Receipt of Request for Hearing and Prehearing
Oder. Title 29 CF.R § 18.6(d)(2)(v) provides that where a
party fails to conply with any order of the adm nistrative |aw
judge, the judge may:

[(rjule that a pleading, or part of a

pl eading, or a notion or other subm ssion by
t he non-conEIying party, concerning which the
order or subpoena was 1ssued, be stricken, or
that a decision of the proceeding be rendered
agai nst the non-conplying party, or both.
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Accordi n%I y, Conplainant is hereby ORDERED to file its
Prehearing Exchange within thirty (30) days fromthe date of this
Order or show cause why it has not conplied with-the Prehearing...... .
Exchange and why this case should not be smissed.
